Peace Aim Proclaimed. 

It was.an array of armed might 
intended to assure peace, for which 
Russia has been working consis- 
tently, Marshal Nikolai A. Bulga- 
nin, Minister of Armed Forces, 
said in the keynote speech. 

Prime Minister Stalin was in 
the reviewing stand atop the Lenin 
mausoleum overlooking the square. 
Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov 
was there, as were nearly all the 
members of the“ Politburo, to 
watch the hour-long military pa- 
rade and mass civilian parade 
which, was expected to go on five 
hours or 30.

Address by Bulganin, 

“The Soviet Union is not alone 
in its fight for peace,” Bulganin 
said after referring to the pacts 
with the neighboring countries of 
eastern Europe. “We must remain 
rallied for peace and multiply our 
forces.” 

He said the Soviets were inter- 
‘ested in a “lasting and stable 
peace” and the pacts with the 
neighbors as well as Soviet de- 
mobilization proved it. The trouble 
was, he asserted, that this policy 
was “resisted by imperialists and 
war propagandist blocs which are 
building up their arms and break- 
ing their peace obligations.” 

Bulganin in his speech declared 
the Soviet Union “was and re- 
mains a consistent and tireless 
fighter for a just, democratic 
peace.”

It is obvious, Eban said, that if 
the U. N. sets up a trusteeship, it 
will find Palestine already parti 
tioned into Jewish and Arab 
areas. He warned that the trus- 
teeship project may well require 
more enforcement troops than the 
partition plan. 

“Nobody can seriously believe 
that this working paper (trustee- 
Ship plan) shows any promise of 
resulting in a basic agreement be- 
tween Arabs and Jews,” he said. 

Arab Objections, Too. 

Eban took the floor after Faris 
El Khoury of Syria had voiced 
Arab objections to many sections 
of the trusteeship plan in a point- 
by-point discussion, The Araba, 
however, have refrained from re- 
jecting the trusteeship idea as a 
whole, 

The committee meeting today 
was an extra session. U.N. or- 
gans normally do not meet on 
Saturday or Sunday. 

- Meanwhile, the Trusteeship 
Council went into weekend re- 
cess without agreeing on a truce 
for Jerusalem. The United States 
yesterday submitted a proposal for 
a temporary Jerusalem trustee- 
ship, but the plan was immediately 
opposed by the Arabs and received 
general support “rom only China, 
France “and New Zealand. 

Efforts for even a truce for the 
sacred, walled section of Jerusa- 
lem apparently are doomed.

U.N. Morale Dealt Blow.

Samuel Kraus, head of a St. 
Louis construction company which 
has two contracts in Kansas City, 
told the Post-Dispatch today after 
dynamite bombs were found on 


his equipment there that he re- 


cently received telephone threats 
warning him not to bid on one of 
the jobs. or he would “have 
trouble.” 

Kraus, who lives at 1 Layton 
Terrace, Richmond Heights, as- 
scribed the calls to emissaries of 
a rival Kansas City contractor al- 


though he said that he was unable 
to identify the firm positively. 
One call came to him at his home, 
he said, while several were re- 
ceived at his Kansas City offices. 
Each caller has a different voice, 
he added. 

Four dynamite bombs, made of 
several sticks of dynamite wrapped 
in black frictiqn tape, were found 
on excavating cranes used by the 
Kraus company in constructing 
eight miles of city water main 
through the country club plaza dis- 
trict of Kansas City. The ends 
of their fuses were charred. 

Kraus, however, was of opinion 
that the bombs were not placed 
to prevent him from carrying out 
a $3,000,000 water main contract 
obtained from the city last Jan, 1, 
but as a means of intimidation to 
harass his firm from completing 
a $250,000 wrecking and excava- 
tion job, involving the excavation 
of a basement for a new downh- 
town department store. 

“The excavation job is enclosed 
by a fence,” Kraus said, “and it 
would be pretty hard for anybody 
to get in there, So I think that 
the bombs were just placed on 
my other job which was out in the 
open.” 

Kraus, whose headquarters here 
are at 649 Edmund avenue, said 
that he had received no threats 
concerning his contract with the 
city. The threats, he said, began 
shortly before the recent letting of 
the excavation contract by a pri- 
vate firm,

WASHINGTON, May 1 (AP) —

in the scope of the Lobbying act.” 

N. A. M. said it received $5,145,- 
646.94 in membership income in 
1947 and that no more than 8146, 
186.12 could be considered di- 
tures for legislative purposes in 
the year, 

The organization, which has 
filed a suit seeking clarification of 
the 1946 Lobbying Act, said it does 
not admit any statutory obligation 
to file such a report. N.A.M, con- 
tends the law applies only to per- 
sons whose principal purpose or 
activity is the influencing of legis- 
lation.

An audience of 7784 heard the 
Metropolitan Opera Company's 
production of ite most famous 
double bill last night in the Kiel 
Auditorium Convention Hall. 

“Cavalleria Rusticana” and “Pa- 
gliacci,” sometimes referred to as 
the “Gold Dust Twins,” have a 
durabill not found in y 
works of greater finesse lof- 
tier inspiration and the reason is 
not hard to locate, They are ideal 
musical representationg of Medi- 
terrahean passion which is di 
plain and unflawed by psych 
cal subtleties. “Pagliacci” is aligh 
more poetic than “Cavalleria” and 
more allusive in its sentiment. But 
it survives is Leoncavallo’s sole 
because of 
the warmth of its rhetoric. 

Opera-goers who like this music 
—and it’s hard to dislike it—can 
get satisfactiqn out of almost any 
kind of performance so long as 
five or six ariag are tossed off 
with a reasonable amount of vocal 
style. Last night's audience had to 
be satisfied with something less 
than the best. A few individual 
performances were highly merito- 
rious and nobody fell below a level 
of routine competence. What was 
lacking was alertness of interplay 
in the ensemble, imaginative stag- 
ing and suppleness and textural 
smoothness in ey orchestra. 

The principals in general made 
their gestures according to pre- 
scribed usage and not from any 
seeming compulsion from within. 
The chorus mostly faced the audi- 
ence and let em have it. A little 
freshness in the management ‘of 
stage business would have helped; 
certainly the arrangement of the 
crowd scenes was lacking in a 
sense of composition and of sig- 
nificant movement. 

Still, five or six of the arias did 
come off so the evening was not 
lost, Jussi Bjoerling is more at 
home in a dress suit than the ac- 
coutrements of a Sicilian peasant 
but he sang with a fine frontal 
resonance and incisiveness of ar- 
ticulation that made for brilliant 
vocalism. Hig support in Mascag- 
ni’s “Cavalleria” was very good so 
far as Stella Roman was con- 
cerned, but was no more than 
competent otherwise. 

Miss Roman was an active San- 
tuzza who telegraphed her emo- 
tions to the audience with a lim- 
ited series of time-hallowed pos- 
tures; but she sang with power, 
brightness of timbre and tonal ac-

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When Dewey Won at Manila 

Eight bells had been struck and the sun was 
about to break over placid Manila Bay as a short, 
stocky man with a walrus mustache became em- 
barrassingly seasick on the flying bridge of the 
U.S. S. Olympia. That was just 50 years ago 
today. The man ‘was the portly Commodore 
Dewey. After several hours of drinking cold 
tea, Dewey had breakfasted on hot coffee and 
hardtack. 

But he. was a real sea dog. A protege of Far- 
ragut, he had smelled powder burning over salt 
water in the Civil War.. Once the Confederate 
Man~ssas had come close to taking him to Davy 
Jones when the big ram sheared the port paddle- 
wheel off Dewey’s ship. Yes, George Dewey was 
a tried and proven. product of the wood-ships- 
and-iron-men days. aa 

An hour after his sudden illness, he had re- 
covered enough to utter those famous words: 
“You may fire when you are ready, Gridley.” 
The United States Asiatic Fleet was going up 
against the Asiatic Fleet and the Manila forts of 
the decadent Spanish Empire. The forts proved 
amazingly ineffective and the 6-inch guns of 
Admiral Montojo’s flimsy ships were not a match 
for Dewey’s 8-inch guns. Five times the Com- 
modore took his six fighting ships past the 
enemy with furious cannonading. . 

Then Gridley, an invalid who was to die 
within a few weeks, reported ammunition was 
running low. Dewey hauled off for a check. 
The men had breakfast. The check revealed 
plenty of shells. Joe Stickney, a newspaperman 
and unofficial aid“ to Dewey, suggested that 
Dewey attribute the withdrawal to a mere desire 
to. give the seamen breakfast. Dewey did so. 
And thus was evolved the great Dewey legend of 
the cocksure but calm eommodore who serenely 
broke off battle just to see that his men got 
breakfast on time, Once resumed, the battle 
ended with annihilation of the Spanish fleet, si- 
leneing of the forts, and heavy loss of Spanish 
life. Not an American was killed. One died of 
heatstroke. 

Teddy Roosevelt, forgetting Lissa and a few 
other sea battles, declared Dewey had won “a 
victory greater than any since Trafalgar, with 
the exception of Farragut's.” Dewey came home 


to be the biggest hero of the comic opera war

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Mine Deaths on the Rise 

The only basis on which Congress could 
justify its inaction on the federal mine safety 
bills would be a notable decrease in mine deaths. 
That justification is denied by the facts. 

Quoting a preliminary report of the United 
States Bureau of Mines, the U.M.W.A. Journal 
says that 207 miners were killed in coal mines 
in January and February of this year. This 
total will be revised upward as the compilation 
becomes more nearly complete. 

How does this death toll compare with Jan- 
uary and February of a year ago? It should be 
smaller if the tragedy of Centralia registered at 
all. -Yet the fact is that the sacrifice is larger. 
The 1947 toll in the same two months was 197.

them win their way into law? 


In view of the possibility that another disaster 
like that at Centralia might come any day, how 
can members of Congress keep a cold shoulder 
turned on the safety of the men who dig the 


nation’s coal? 
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A Dead Sensation 
What ever happened to the sensation about 
high Government officials gambling in 
commodities? 
Three months ago, Senate investigators were 


running down hot trails that led near and even 


into the White House. President Truman had 
condemned commodity speculation, but that did 
not stop Edwin Pauley, his protege, and Brig. 
Gen. Wallace Graham, his doctor. Senator 
Elmer Thomas, a Democrat, admitted that he 
had been “on the long side of cotton for many 
years.” During those years he was chairman, 
then ranking minority member, of the powerful 
Senate Agriculture Committee. He was in a 
fine spot to talk up and legislate the price of 
cotton—which he did. 

Here was plenty of Democratic embarrass- 
ment, but, all of a sudden, the Republicans quit 
pushing it. Why? 

Until their nominating convention, the Repub- 
licans may be too busy cdntesting among them- 
selves to do full justice by their adversaries. 
The sensation may be revived later, particularly 
if the nominee is Harold Stassen, who played a 
big part in exposing Pauley's speculations. 

Another possible explanation stems from a 
threat by Senator Thomas. He said: 

If the boys want to have some real fun 
with this, I‘ll provide some. I’m going to 
introduce a bill to require every new Sena- 
tor . to file a financial statement... 
showing all his stock market and commodity 
investments. And . every legislator to 
file annually a copy. of his income tax re- 


port... . Let's see how they like that. 

Evidently, the Senators did not like that. Nor 
did they vote to censure Senator Thomas. In- 
stead, they let the sensation die out and leave 
the headlines. Was it because there were too 
many players of Thomas’ game in Congress? 
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How the Ax Cuts 


Here is an insight into governmental economy 
as practiced by the Eightieth Congress: 

Widespread tax evasion is. going on because 
there are too few Government investigators to 
track it down. Four private tax experts find 
this to be true in a study made at the request of 
Congress. They recommend the addition of 16,- 
000 employes to the Internal Revenue Bureau 
and $62,000,000 to its budget. 

This should draw blushes from.even case- 
hardened advocates of economy at all costs, for 
it shows them up. Last year, they pushed 
through a $28,000,000 cut in the Internal Reve- 
nue Bureau, forcing the dismissal of 7000 agents. 
They did that.in spite of Administration warn- 
ings—with figures to back them up—that this re- 
laxation of enforcement would cost the Govern- 
ment at least $532,000,000 a year. 

The majority of Americans who voluntarily 
pay their taxes in full are already in the hole a 
half-billion. dollars or more because of such econ- 
omy. They may be excused for wondering, with 
some heat, why their Congressmen do not look 
where they are swinging the ax before the deed 
u done. |

that it is more destructive than constructive, says editor; the prob- 
lem is how to turn it to the service of civilization; for this, an intel- 
ligent return to the humanism of neglected masterworks is indicated.

To understand the power over the imag- 
ination of the incredible triumphs of teck - 
nology in our day is not difficult. To see, 


if one has a glimmer of philosophy, that 


this technology of it- 
self is aimless beyond 
the physical needs 
of man, is no more 
difficult. 


Indeed, to the clair- 
voyant, this techno- 
logical science, with 
so much more skill 
in destruction than 
in construction, is 
like the vast worm 
„ee ebe see Robert M. Hutchins 
the world. The hard, the bitterly hard, 
thing, is to know what to do about it. This, 
is the issue. 

Even 50 years ago, as most of us know, 
the pipelines from the great classics of our 
civilization had become clogged or broken. 
Plato, Aristotle, the Hindu books, Homer 
and Virgil, Dante, Faust had become sub- 
jects of linguistics of philology; the Old 
Testament (one of the great books) a theme 
for historical controversy. 

‘As the elixir of creative energy poured 
into the new sciences, it leaked out drop 
by drop from the humanities and the docu- 
ments of our religion. The crisis arrived 
when after two wars it became tragically 
evident that in education we had burned 
bridges behind us.

Science vs. Civilization 


The crisis was upon us when scientific 
materialism, which most of us (conscious- 
ly or unconsciously) had accepted as a 
guide, strayed away from civilization as 
we had known it and began to produce a 
new type of man, efficient, brutal, his imag- 
ination limited to concepts of power, not 
happy, not content, never kind, with faith 
only in his might. 

Two great nations especially were recon- 
structed on this ideology—or so the leaders 


said. There was enough moral force left 


to beat down the one, Was there enough . 


to penetrate or repenetrate the other with 
the truths (if they were truths) which the 
Grecks and the Hebrews, and two thousand 
years of struggle against evil and ignor- 
ance, had given us as ideals for the West- 
ern world? 


Obviously our first step was to restore 
the ‘books. Not one book like the Bible, 


or Thomas Aquinas, or Plato, or the high 
imagination of Shakespeare, 92 5 all the 
great books. 

For in both religion and education there 
are many mansions. And it cannot be 
supposed that even a great authoritarian 
church is enough to care for all spiritual 
minds, or that the independent soul which 
demands direct relations with its God 
without human intervention, is to be writ- 
ten off because too often God has dropped 
out of the equation. 


Food Must Be Eaten 


The first necessity was to re-emphasize 
the great causes and storehouses of the 
morality and the spirituality of our past. 
The books came first, and President Hutch- 
ins of Chicago has been a spearhead in 
that battle. 

Yet quite as important were their inter- 
preters, whose duty was to restore vital 
communication. The food of life is useless 
unless man can be induced to eat it. The 
problem was educational in the best sense, 
And the problem is still emphatically un- 
solved, 6 

It is essential—so essential that words 
cannot convey the penalty for failure — 
that the pipelines to our stores of culture 
and religion shall be reopened. And here 
the two terms, religion and culture, are 
used interpenetratively, as indeed they are 
‘and always have been since religion was 
torn away from mere magic. 

“The first positive step has been taken 
in this re-emphasis upon the great books. 
But when we stop there with a waving of 
Plato or what-have-you over sparse classes, 
it is no more than another attempt at 
magic. 

Despair for Hope 

Too much of the rest of the back-to-the- 
humanities movement has been carping, 
pontificating, or despair. If one-tenth of 
the imagination, the creative energy and 
the sheer concentration of the intellect 
which has produced the atomic bomb had 
been devoted to retapping the ancient wa- 
ters of life, and finding how and where 


they could be made to flow in a world 
irrevocably changed by science, we might 


even now be able to exchange this despair 


for hope.

This is that 
if Mr. Griswold’s remarks were designed to 
give a boost to the chances of the Greek 
aid bill in Congress, he could have found 
a better argument. “The main reason why 
the American taxpayer is supporting the 
present regime is to keep the Russians 


out,” writes Mr. Bigart. “That is reason 
enough why Congress should pass the aid 
bill. It is not necessary for anyone to pre- 
tend that the Athens regime is a pure de- 
mocracy.” ; 
To this we might add that if Americans 
are interested in seeing Greece become 
more democratic; about the worst way to 
go about it is to go around saying that 


there is no room for improvement.

Stassen Story 
Has Dark Side 


Rumors of Leaders 
in Deal to Swing 
Delegates.

T was the heroine of “Gentle- 

men Prefer Blondes” who first 

gave voice to the wisest rule of 
our time: “A kiss on the wrist 
feels very good, but a diamond 
bracelet lasts forever.“ After the 
Pennsylvania primary, Harold 
Stassen must be reflecting in 
much the same way on the differ- 
ence between flattering writer-in 
votes and the capture of good, 
solid,’ obedient, sheep-faced dele- 
gates, who have good, solid, per- 
manently valuable qualities. 

The available evidence, in fact, 
suggests that the Pennsylvania 
primary’s appearance of being a 
Stassen victory was distinctly mis- 
leading. Stassen led the Pennsyl- 
vania write-in vote by a handsome 
margin, but if 20 per cent of the 
rumors flying out of Pennsylvania 
are correct, Stassen has actually 
suffered a serious setback behind 
the scenes. 

. Rumor of an Agreement. 

A rumor which will serve as a 
typical sample is a report that 
an agreement has at last been 
reached between Gov. James H. 
Duff, Senator Ed Martin and old 
Joe Grundy. These three poten- 
tates are reliably stated to own a 
larger proportion of the Pennsyl- 
vania sheep-herd than any of the 
rival ranchers, including Joseph 
Pew. According to the rumor 
above mentioned, Duff, Grundy 
Martin have agreed that their 
Pennsylvania sheep will baa for 
Gov, Duff as a favorite son on the 
first ballot, for Senator Martin on 
the second ballot, and for Gov. 
Dewey of New York on the third 
ballot. 


There are several points in fa-

“How and where that building 
is done will in large degree deter- 
mine the kind of nation we be- 
come in the years ahead,” Augur 
writes. “It will determine how 
well equipped we are for the pur- 
suits of peace and it will deter- 
mine how well prepared we are 
to meet the threat of war.” 

Augur says furthermore; “It is 
not to be expected that people who 
are forced to live in slums will 
give unquestioned allegiance to 
the system that keeps them there. 
What fertility there is in this 
country for the growth of subver- 
sive ideas and actions is furnished 
by the decay of the city structure 
in which increasing millions of 
people spend their lives. 

“Scattered slum clearance and 
redevelopment projects do not get 
at the heart of the trouble. It 
will take a much more compre- 
hensive attack to eliminate the 
areas that are unfit to live in and 
to keep other areas from becom- 
ing 80. 
“A Sound Program.” 

“Because a national program of 
dispersal does provide a compre- 
hensive and constructive approach 
to this problem, it offers as good 
a defense against internal ene- 
mies as against those whose at- 
tack is launched from outside our 
borders. 

“No program of national de- 
fense offers nearly so much in 
constructive benefit as a sound 
program of city dispersal. Every 
hour of planning and of labor, 
every dollar of expense and every 
pound of materia] put into it pro- 
duces immediate and lasting 
value.” 

For purposes of argument, 
Augur assumes that a city of a 
million population is the smallest 
urban aggregation that can sup- 
port the diversity of opportunity 
and cultural advantages needed to 
attract top level managerial and 


represents a minimum for the 
finest achievements in modern 
production, organization and sei- 
ence. He pictures this city in 
two forms, 

The Two Forms. 

One is a densely populated 
metropolis roughly circular in 
shape and occupying an area of 
about 63 square miles. An atom- 
ic bomb placed in this area would 
do “tremepdous direct damage and. 
large secondary d through 
fire, panic and the crippling of 
city functions.” 

The other is in the form of a 
cluster of 20 units each of 50,000 
population and each having an 
area of about three square miles. 
Each unit would be separated 


from the others four to five 
miles of open country. The entire. 
cluster would occupy a circle en- 
closing some 886 square miles. 

“Taking the cluster form as a 
whole,” Augur says, the urban 
area is only 7 per cent of the total 
and bombs delivered within the 


a l-in-14 chance of hitting urban 
territory.” 

Augur thinks the cluster form 
is efficient, that the concentrated 
metropolis has outgrown its use- 
fulness. He says that in the 
cluster form used for illustration 
over-all distances are three times 
those in the concentrated form 
but that this is offset by the fact 
that at least two thirds of the dis- 
tance between points is through 
uncongested open country, and 
that much of the necessary travel 
falls within units rather than be- 
tween them.

PROCLAIMED BY 


Announcement: Says It Is 
for All of Country, In- 
cluding American Oc- 


cupation Zone.

SEOUL, May 1 (UP) — The 
Soviet puppet government of 
northern Korea announced adop- 
tion of a “constitution” today and 
claimed jurisdiction over all 
Korea, including the American oc- 
cupation zone in the south. 

The constitution, following the 
Russian model, named Seoul as 
the capital of Korea but said that 
for now the capital will remain at 
Pyongyang, seat of the Russian 
occupation zone in the north. 

Adoption of the constitution, 
taken in defiance of United Na- 
tions plans for Korea, was an- 
nounced by the Pyongyang radio. 
The announcement opened a tense 
May day weekend throughout 
southern Korea. 

Pyongyang described it as the 
“all-Korean constitution” and said 
it was approved by the North Ko- 
rean People's Committee, the Com- 
munist-controlled interim govern- 

ment in the Soviet occupation zone. 

Assembly Provided, 

It provides for an elected as 
sembly, which would name a 15- 
man presidium, eer the 
real ruling body. 

The constitution provides for 
government ownership of aill 
mines, forests, utilities and other 
“important enterprises.” It bars 
absentee landlords and authorizes 
state-planned programs for “econ- 
omy and culture.”

a new flag for K6rea, with a de- 
sign of grossed hammers and 
sickles, and establishes the new 
government as the “democratic 
people's republic of Korea,”

On being informed of the new 
Constitution, Lt. Gen. John KR. 
Hodge, United States Commander 
in Korea, issued the text of a let- 
ter sent last Tuesday to the Soviet 
occupation commander. 

“I do not recognize the People’s 
Committee as the government of 
North Korea, and I do not intend 
to negotiate with the People's 
Committee, . Hodge wrote 
Russian Lt. Gen. G. P. Korotkov. 


Elections in 10 Days. 


Adoption of the Constitution 
was announced only 10 days be- 
fore the scheduled free elections 
in Southern Korea, which were 
approved by the United Nations 
after the United States and Rus- 
sia failed to agree to a program 
for the unification and independ- 
énce of Korea, It ig believed the 
Constitution lays the groun@work 
for probable Soviet withdrawal 
from Northern Korea, leaving the 
United States occupying the south- 
ern half of Korea in the Soviet- 
labelled role of “colonizers.” 

(United States officers in Seoul 
had expected the so-called unity 
conference of north and south 
Korean politicians at Pyongyang 
to adopt a constitution, said the 
Associated Press. It said the fact 
that the North Korean people’s 
committee, which is all Commu- 
nist, adopted the constitution in- 
stead, indicated there was a hitch 
in the unity conference, The pos- 
sibility that South Korean non- 
Communists refused to approve 
the constitution was pointed out.) 

The May Day weekend began 
with an assassination attempt last 
night against Seoul Police Chief 
T. S. Chang. The assassins opened 
fire with small arms against 
Chang in front of his home, but 
fled when the chief's bodyguards 
returned the fire. 

A simyjtaneous attack was made 
against Chang's summer home 
near Suwon, south of Seoul, but 
defensive fire also drove off the 
attackers there.

Y memory of mamma's cus- 


tard pie I think is colored 


with sentiment. Others who 
also ate those pies and thought 
they were almost perfect believe 
our old wood range contributed as 
much ag mamma did to success. 
Heat in our modern stoves can be 


much more accurately controlled 


and women of today should be 
able to do as good or even a bet- 
ter job than women a generation 
ago. 

The problem in making good 
custard pie involves baking the 
pastry at a high temperature and 
the custard at a low. So some 
juggling and good head work are 
required to provide the optimum 
temperature for baking both crust 
and filling, This requirement has 
been met by some modern experi- 
mental cooks. One group of these 
cooks produces results by baking 
the pastry and filling separately in 
two pie plates. The pastry is 
pricked and baked as any ry 
shell. The pie plate for the cus- 
tard, which is a bit smaller 
than the one for pastry, is but- 
tered so the slightly cooled cus- 
tard loosens easily from bottom 
and sides. 

When the plate is tilted, the cus- 
tard starts sliding, and when gen- 
tly eased into the shell, it fits so 
perfectly it looks as though it had 
baked there, Such custard must 
be of rather high egg content and 
barely cooled to transfer it easily 
into the crust. This is not a dif- 
ficult trick for one who is quick 
and accurate in her movement and 
who knows when to give the little 
bit of assistance the custard re- 
quires to slip from one position 
into another. 

Another group obtains good re- 
sults by lining the pie plate with 
unbaked pastry, leaving it un- 
pricked, and brushing the inside 
Surface all over with either the 
custard filling or some slightly 
beaten egg white and then letting 
the pastry stand in refrigerator a 
half hour to dry out. When the 
oven is hot enough to bake the 
pastry, the very cold custard fill- 
ing is poured into the shell and 
pie goes into oven immediately. 
In 15 or 20 minutes, the pastry 
bakes well and the filling has 
barely warmed up. At this point, 
the oven temperature must drop 
quickly to the temperature where 
the custard can cook properly. Re- 
move pie from oven when filling 
has just about but not quite corg- 
ulated in center. 

Custard Pie. 

Four eggs, one-half cup sugar, 
one-fourth teaspoon salt, three 
cups milk, one-half teaspoon Va- 
nilla or grated nutmeg, unbaked, 
unpricked eight-inch pie shell. 

Beat eggs slightly, just enough 
to mix yolks and whites; add 
sugar and salt, Stir in milk, then 
add flavoring. Chill until almost 
ice-cold, but do not freeze. Mean- 
while trim and flute edge of 
pastry but do not prick, Stir cold 
custard thoroughly and strain di- 
rectly into the pastry-lined pan. 
Bake at once in a very hot oven 
(800 degree F.) for 15 to 18 min- 
utes, or until crust browns; then 
quickly reduce heat to 300 degrees 
F. (slow) by opening the oven 
door for five minuteg, then bake 
25 to 30 minutes loriger or until 
all but about an inch le in the 
center has coagulated into cus- 
tard. Make the test for, doneness 
by shaking pie gently and noting 
the quivery liquid portion in the 
center. Cool on cake rack before 
cutting. Five or six servings.
